It appears from the full report 
of the German Baptist Annual 
Meeting held at Ottawa, that 
there were present at that meet 
ing but 264 delegates represent 
ing 250 individual churches. Ac 
cording to their rules of appor 
tionment of delegates, only those 
churches having over 200 mem- 
bers may send two delegates 
each, therefore it appears that 
only fourteen churches ot those 
represented have over that num- 
ber. Granting to these the very 
liberal estimate of 300 members 
each (4200), and the others an 
average of 100 members each, 
(28,600), the whole number of 
German Baptist Dunkards rep- 
resented by delegates at the Ot- 
tawa Annual Meeting, was only 
27,800. From these facts we are 
able to make the following de- 
ductions : Either the numerical 
strength of this church has been 
greatly over-estimated in the 
past, or there has been a percep- 
tible falling oft lately, or many 
of the churches do not represent 
at Annual Meeting, thus show- 
ing a lack of interest in the pro- 
ceedings ot that body. 

Now as the German Baptist 
church is only distinguished from 
the Brethren church by its loyal- 
ty and devotion to its annual 


meeting, the tact, that less than 
80,000 members were represent- 
ed at this, one of their largest 
meetings, when they have claim- 
ed 100,000 members before the 
division, is highly significant. It 
demonstrates by the uncontrovert- 
ible logic of cold facta, that the 
gospel -alone doctrines of the 
Brethren church is gaining 
ground at rapid rate, and is 
bound to gain the victory. The 
Brethren must increase while the 
German Baptists decrease.
